Gents ... 
Thanks to everyone who sent suggestions and insight on my 100V issues. 


In my previous post I indicated an odd discrepancy between the V1A 
values in the voltage chart in my 100V manual and the actual tube 
readings, which repeated head scratching, circuit/component checks, 
etc. had not been able to source. 


One reasonable suggestion I received was a gassy 6U8. After trying 6 

other tubes, that didn't seem to be the problem either -- but it did get me 
thinking that if it wasn't the tube and wasn't any of the associated 
components then it had to be something more basic. 


I did a quick DC analysis on the tube conditions and found that the chart 
voltage combinations are not even possible, given the circuit values. The 
560 ohm V1A cathode resistor is too small. To set the DC operating 

point shown in the chart, the cathode resistor would have to be about 
1.5K. 


By chance, I glanced at the factory change records on the side of the 
schematic -- and there it was. In the last posted change (10/6/60), that 
resistor had been changed from 1500 ohms to 560 ohms. 


So -- if your 100V has a 560 ohm resistor at R254, you might want to 
make a note that the V1 pin 6 voltage should only be about 95 volts and 
not 167 (referenced to 115vac at the input). Also, the pin 7 voltage 
should be about 2 volts and not 3.5. Might save you from brain damage 
down the road :-) 


I suspect, from evidence of other work done in the 100V, that some time 

in it's life it was returned to the factory for service, and probably all of the 
engineering changes were installed. I think the preamp stage is working 

the way it was designed after all -- although the reason for the change 

remains a bit of a mystery. 


In the orginal circuit version, R256 is 1.5K and is bypassed with 50 uF. 
In the 10/6/60 schematic, R256 was lowered to 560 ohms and the bypass 
cap was removed.

The AN/APS-4 was a small WW2 aircraft radar, made by Western Electric. That 
ID-11/APS-4 is one of the indicators (a set could have one or two). The 
cable connects to the video amp, AM-5A/APS-4. The radar proper looked 

like a bomb, and could be slung on a wing hardpoint. 


AN/APS-4 was used for air search on fighters, but did not see much front 
line service. The Sperry made AN/APS-6 was a better radar, and pushed the 
AN/APS-4 into mostly training duty.

As I complete the refinishing of my HRO60 cabinet I find a quadrangle of 
four holes surrounding the location of the Nat'l insignia (upper 

right). The hole spacing is about 1.5'"x 2.5", size about #6 screw. When 
I received the unit the insignia was missing. There was no evidence of an 
ID plate, but the unit had been repainted (very badly, I might add...) The 
holes appear to have been stamped (very clean) as opposed to drilled after 
the fact. 


This raises the possibility that the unit once had a gov't type 
nametag. Were HRO60's ever given a gov't designation? 


Incidentally, I am VERY happy with the paint I got from Total 

Electronics. Spray cans are usually not all that good. The color is good 
and the paint went on nicely. After a week to harden, it buffed up well 
with some rubbing compound and polish.

The OMRN CW Session last night was well represented and all participants

I got set up with a 24 foot fiberglass mast supporting an inveted vee in 
the back lot of our summer cottage in Charlestown RI at about 1900. The 
mast was made from a kit of Desert Storm vintage camoflauge support poles 
theat were hot sellers at last fall's Hosstraders meet in NH. A word of 
caution to others who bought these poles - they are not very strong in 
shear. DO NOT put together a 36 foot mast from the four foot sections on 
the ground and attempt to "walk" it up to vertical. I broke a few sections 
this way the first time. Best bet it to stack them up vertical and guy 
them well. I settled on a 24 foot mast with 4 rope guys at 20 feet, with a 
halyard to raise and lower the center of the inverted vee. 


The GRC-9 and PE-162 fired right up on the first pull and several stations 
were worked on 3570 before the net. KW1I, Dale was right there with his 
big. Mackay, and then we successfully worked with him on his jeep mounted 
GRC-19 and short whip (about 539 vs 599 on the Mackay). He was copied well 
by several other statons, including by Ted, W3PWW. Ted, WN3F, on a BC-457 
Command Set, and Bud, WA2AUI, on another GRC-9 also were worked before net.
